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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is drawn to the following: 

1. (Currently amended) A positive resist composition comprising:

an acid generator component (B) that generates acid on exposure, wherein 
the resin component (A.) is a copolymer comprising a first structural unit (til ) derived 
from a hydroxystyrcaesnd a second structural unit (a2) derived from a {xaeth}acr)date ester 
containing an alcoholic hydroxy! group, in which 1 0 mol% or more and 25 m>l% or less of a 
combined total of hydroxy! groups within the structural units (al) and alcoholic hydroxy] groups 
within the structural units (a2) ore protected with the acid dissociable dissolution inhibiting 
groups, 

a weight average molecular weight of the copolymer prior to protection with the acid 
dissociable dissolution inhibiting groups is it ; ,4)t30 4M0 or mote and 8,000 or less, 

a molar ratio between the first structural units (al) and the second structural units (a2) 
within the resin component (A) prior to protection with the acid dissociable dissolution inhibiting 
groups Is within a range from 80:20 to 70:30, 

the second structural ur.it (a2) is derived from a (raeth)aetylate ester coo taking an 
adamantyi group with an alcoholic hydroxyl group and 

the acid dissociable dissolution inhibiting group is a Mower aikoxyslkyi group, 

2. Applicants have amended the claims in accordance with the subject matter indicated to be 
allowable if written in independent form as expressed in the previous Office action. The positive 
resist composition as claimed is not anticipated or rendered obvious over the prior art references 
of record. The combination of the copolymer having the two structural units with the specific 
molecular weights along with 10 mol % - 25 mol% of the hydroxyl groups protected with the 
acid dissociable dissolution inhibiting groups is not disclosed in the prior art references of 
record.
